Afier a month or six weeks of it you 
may find that the meals which seemed 
so substantial at firet do not have stay- 
ing powers. That is because of the lack 
of butter or other fat. It is when you 
begin to feel that lack that you beige | 
also to notice the steady rease of 
girth which Indicates that you are be- 
ginning to consume your own fat for 
fuel in the human engine. 

No matter who you are or what your 
gtation or importance in life may be, 
you are entitled—in theory—in Germany 
to just exactly the same amount of food 
per day as anybody else, and no more.

Concerns Every Person. 

This question of food ia the most in- 
teresting one in Germany, because it 
concerns every person every day.

The German Food Rations. 

The meat ration which enabled the 
food office to do these surprising things 
Was 250 grams of meat per person per 

eek—that is, one-half a pound of meat 

r capita in seven days—one-fourteenth 
of a pound, about one ounce, per day. 
Persons who have been accustomed to 
dine on beefsteak four or Ove nights a 
week and to eat at least a pound of 
steak at each meal would get a stagger- 
ing conception of what the German ra- 
tion is by trying it on for just a day or 
so, Going through @ week on half a 
pound of meat is no joke, but it can be 
done if you have to do it. 

The German meat ration is divided 
into twenty-five gram portions for those 
who want it in euch microscopic quan- 
tities, That is, each person gets two 
twenty-five gram sections of meat card 
per day for five days, and the other two 
days of each week are meatless by gov- 
prnment order.

Can Eat It All at Once. 

If you want to eat your whole week's 
meat supply at one meal, say, for 
luncheon of the first day of the week 
that Is your lookout and no concern of 
the government. You can do go if you 
n find the hotel or restaurant that 
will sell you that much meat so early 
in the week. And the restaurants are 
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usually ready to sell whatever they 
have when they have it to anybody 
who comes along, provided he presents 
lhe proper authorization in the shape 
of the required card, 

If you are living in your own house 
there is, of course, no meatless day. 
You may buy your allowance of meat 
Whenever you can get it from your 
dealer, and you may eat it only on 
Tuesdays and Fridays it that suits your

SANITATION LAWS AMONG 
INDIANS. 
: Taos Pueblos are among the 
most highly civilized Indians. A 
few hundred years ago the sec- 
tion ‘inhabited by them was the 
most highly’ civilized portion of 
the United States. In that day a pueblo 
not far away—near Glorietta, N. M.— 
was the largest city in what is now the 
United States. The civilization of these 
Indians is supposed to have come from 
the Aztecs. Where it came from before. 
that is a question. 

Taos is ruled by an executive whom we 
will designate as the governor, and by 
two bodies combining legislative, judi- 
cial, and some administration functions, 
In the morning the governor appears at 
the top of tim pueblo and makes the 
day’s announcements, It is necessary 
to give this information in order to make 
it clear that there is machinery for en- 
forcing the sanitary laws of the oom 
munity. es 

Among the sanitary laws are the fol- 
lowing: Every man, woman, and child 
is required to take a daily bath in run- 
ning water. The bathing place is desig- 
nated by the governor, and the custom 
is for the men to bathe in the early 
morning, the women and children later 
in the day. There is a theory that bath- 
ing in running water gives strength; 
bathing in still water causes the strength 
to run away. | ' 

The drinking water is taken from the 
stream at some point up the valley from 
the pueblo.

N the English “court circular” 
printed the other day in all the Eng- 
lish daily newspapers there was a 
brief announcement of two or three 
lines to the effect that King George 

had presided at a meeting of his privy 

councti at Buckingham palace for the 
purpose of “ pricking the Sheriffs. 

Since some might assume that this 


ceremony involved the infection of per- 


sonal injury upon the sheriffs, it may be 
just as well to explain exactly what 
this particular process means. It con- 


sists in the submission to the sovereign 
of a roll of parchment, on which are 
inscribed the names of the nominees for 


the office of high sheriff for the various 
counties of England and Wales during 
the ensuing year, one for each shire, 
there being a small square against each 
name. The monarch thereupon with a 
silver bodkin pricks a hole in the parch- 
ment in the square opposite the name 
of the territorial magnate who has been 
selected to serve as high sheriff of the 
county for the following twelve months. 
The use of the bodkin dates from 
those olden times, centuries ago, when 
writing was regarded as a mere monk- 
ish art, and unworthy of great princes 
and gallant knights, and when kings 
and emperors avoided writing as much 
as they could. The idea of affixing a 
signature, or even initials, to the ap- 
pointment of a high sheriff of each of 
the many counties of England and 
Wales was not to be thought of. 80, to 
facilitate matters, the practice of prick- 
ing the names of the sheriffs with a 
silver bodkin was devised for the con- 
venience of the @¢overeign, and has been 
retained throughout 700 years or more 
to this day. 
place in the early spring of each year. 


* | 
The office of high sheriff of a county 
carries with it no emoluments, but en- 
tails a considerable expense, which is 
counterbalanced only by the social pres- 
tige which the office confers, the high 
sheriff taking precedence of everybody 
in the county at social and official func- 
tions, yielding the pas only to the 
lord lieutenant, who is the personal rep- 
resentative of the sovereign in the 
shire. 

One of the duties of the high sheriff 
is to receive the fudges of the high 
court, who visit the capital of the 
county for the assizes, with flourishes of 
trumpets, javelin men, and all sorts of 
medieval pomp and ceremony. The 
judge enters the assize town in a’ car- 
riage-and-four provided by the high 
sheriff, and is clothed for the occasion 
in scarlet and ermine, with a wig, such 
as those worn in the time of Charles II.. 
on his head, while the high sheriff! must 
don either a uniform or black velvet 
court dress, with knee breeches, sword, 
cocked hat, and lace ruffles at throat 
and wrists, further solemnity being lent 
to the spectacle by the presence of the 
high sheriff's chaplain in full canonicals.

The high sheriff is moreover under 
obligation to furnish at his own expense 
to the visiting judge of the assize a 
residence and entertainment consenant 
with his dignity! and the Lord 
Brampton, who figured 80 
on the bench as Sir Henry Hawkins, on 
one occasion angrily upbraided the high 
sheriff of Norfolk in court, and even 
imposed upon him a fine of $500, for 
“imprisoning me in a bleak house, in a 
‘frozen waste —the “ bleak house con- 
sisting of a large suburban residence 
pleasantly situated in a prettily wooded 
park. 
The judges are strictly prohibited from 
taking up their residence at any public 
hotel or inn during the assizes, and 
until quite recently the same rule ap- 
| plied to the members of the bar who 
accompanied the Judges on circuit. This

It is 
easy to make a little stock from the 
bones of the roast, from the steak, or 
even from the little piece in a chuck pot 
roast. From this latter I have made it 
three separate times—that is, cooked it 
three times over. It seems a pity not to 
take advantage of this seasoning for 
fine vegetable cookery. Stock from the 
rack of a roast fowl is particularly good 
for vegetables. 4 
The inner leaves of the endive are 80 
compact that it is not necessary to sepa- 
rate them, but those that are a bit loose 
must be washed carefully. A little fat 
pork and an onion sliced, and even & 
sliced carrot, may be cooked with the 
endive, covering all well with meat 
stock. It will cook in fifteen minutes in 


steam, and over just a bit of fire. 
If there is no meat stock to cook it in, 
some clarified bacon fat or butter with 
water and the seasoning vegetables will 
do, and it will be highly palatable if 
cooked with care. 

This plant is of the dandelion order, 
and therefore has certain tonic proper- 
ties that make it especially worth while 
at this season.
